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INTRODUCTION 


This book offers, with the sanction and approval 
of the Archbishops and Bishops of the provinces ■ 
of Canterbury, York, and Wales, and the Primus 
of the Scottish Episcopal Church, a service 
which may be used as an alternative to Matins 
or Evensong. It has been drawn up by a 
committee of the National Society, the Central 
Council of the Church for Religious Education, 
as a result of their contact and conference with 
schools, and especially Public and Private 
Boarding Schools both for boys and girls. 

It is believed that the type of Service offered 
here will meet a very real need if its main 
purpose is kept in view — namely, that by 
its use boys and girls may learn how to worship, 
and thus may come to enter with more under- 
standing into the traditional Services of the 
Prayer Book. ^ : 

In drawing up this Service certain definite 
principles have been kept in view : 

(i) The necessity has been recognized of 
giving boys and girls a form and method of 
Worship which it is within their capacity to use 
intelligently and with reality. Only so can a 
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sound and reasonable worship of God develop 
normally and naturally. 

(2) The education in the art of Worship 
offered by such a Service must be so devised 
as to prepare boys and girls to take their part 
in the full Worship of the Church which centres 
in the Communion Service, and thus lead 
them on to a regular and understanding 
participation in the ordinary Services of the 
Parish Church. 


(3) Any alternative Service to the liturgical 
f Services of the Prayer Book must itself be 

constructed on some liturgical basis. But, 
' since it is especially for the young, the method 

! and sequence must be clearly manifest and easy 


to remember. 



(4) While the method of the Service remains 
constant, its content must be capable of con- 
siderable diversity. 

(5) It must not suffer any appreciable loss 
when the Officiant is a layman and not a priest. 

It will be found that the substance of the 
Service is drawn very largely from the Prayer 
Book, with here and there suggestions for some 
slight verbal alteration, or, perhaps, omission, 
in order to make a passage more easily under- 
stood by younger boys and girls, thus making 
for reality. 



THE STRUCTURE OF THE 
SERVICE 

The structure of this Service has been de- 
signed to teach the different Acts of Devotion 
which go to make up a complete form of 
Worship. Each of these is clearly defined, so 
that the worshipper knows exactly in what 
particular act he is taking part. Further, these 
different acts follow each other in a definite 
and natural sequence. 

After due Preparation, there follow m 
order the four Acts of Worship : Adoration, 
Confession, Thanksgiving, and Supplication. 

In this sequence the first emphasis is upon 
God and His Holiness, to Whom adoration and 
praise must be offered. The Glory of God, a.nd 
the primary duty of offering Him the adoration, 
which is His due and of which He alone is 
worthy, gives the right orientation to the whole- 
process of man’s Worship, 

This part of the Service should be rendered 
with a special note of dignity. It will be found 
helpful if at times some portion is spoken to- 
gether and some sung. 

To follow this with an act of Confession, while 
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it may appear, at first sight, to be an abrupt 
contrast to the thought of God’s Holiness, is yet 
the only right and natural step which should 
follow. To realize more of the Holiness of God 
is to become more conscious of unworthiness 
and uncleanness. (Cf. Isa, 6, i-S). Thus sin 
appears in its right light, as being against the 
Holiness of God. 

That Thanksgiving should follow Confession 
is again a natural step. The Christian’s know- 
ledge of the forgiveness of God, of its cost to 
Himself, and of the intensity of His Love for 
man, should move him to Thanksgiving for all 
He has done. 

Lastly comes Supplication. When the wor- 
shipper has passed through the process of 
Adoration, Confession, and Thanksgiving, he is 
in the right spiritual and mental attitude to 
plead with God for others and for himself. By 
Adoration, faith in the Power of God is 
deepened; by Confession the confidence that 
man’s frailty can be overcome is renewed; 
by Thanksgiving for what has already been 
given, boldness to ask for further gifts is 
encouraged. Supplication must be divided into 
Intercession for others and Self-dedication of 
ourselves in prayer. Thus, in this Service, God 
is put first and self last, and if this is constantly 
done in Worship, there is a greater hope that it 
may be similarly worked out in life. 
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The Adoration of God always merits due 
Preparation, which may include such elements as 
the reading of Scripture, the Creed, and the 
Sermon. This is based on the Communion 
Service, where they form part of the Aiite- 
Communion or preparatory part of the Service. 
It may be found convenient to use the shorter 
form of Service when there is a Sermon, in 
order that more time may be given to instruction, 
without making the Service unduly long. It 
will be seen that Silence is also included in this 
part of the Service. It is very strongly urged 
that use be made of this Silence as a preparation 
for Worship. The Book of Revelation presents 
the picture of the sea of glass before God’s 
Throne, symbolical of the complete stillness 
and calm needed in the approach to God. 

It is important that in the choice of psalms, 
hymns, prayers, etc., care should be taken to 
see that they are appropriate to the portion of 
the Service in which they are used, so that in all 
cases the structure of the Service is preserved, 
and not destroyed. 

It may be noted that the sequence of the 
whole Service can easily be fixed in the mind, 
even of the very young, by remembering the 
one word Pacts, which is formed by taldng the 
initial letter of each part of the Service: 
Preparation, Adoration, Confession, Thanks- 
giving, and Supplication. 
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i lt is assumed that where a collection is taken 
for any purpose, the offerings will be presented 
as an act of Worship and Thanksgiving on the 
part of the Congregation. Opportunity for 
'j this is provided at the end of the Thanksgiving. 

, I It would be a great advantage if the collection 

■ ; could be taken apart from the singing of a hymn ; 

i it may be taken in silence immediately before 

1 being presented, or at the doors on entering; 

.:ij appropriate sentences may be sung or said 

during the Presentation of the Offerings.
